A Hoary-headed Old Turk and his 
Girlish Victim.

On all sides, from Innumerable tongues, 
A dismal, universal hiss, the sound) 
Of public scorn. 

The City Court has néver taken cognizance of 
® more revolting case than that to which James 
Wilson, sixty-five years of age, and Celia Graves, 
a girl of fourteen summers, were the parties 
yesterday morning. Both were under arrest, 
the girl for disorderly conduct and Wilson for 
committing arape upon her. As prosecuting’ wit- 
nesses, One against the other, they revealed a 
species of criminality that horrified every listen- 
er. Wilson and the girl hail from Clnacinnati. 
He is a shoe-maker’ by tirade, and she 
is bis reputed ward or adopted child, 
her mother being dead and her father living in 
Montgomery, above Cincinnati. They have been 
In Louisville about two years. The substance of 
old Wilson’s testimony was that he adopted Celia, 
with the consent of her father, when she was ten 
years old; that she had sustained that relation to 
him ever since; that some twoor three weeks 
ago she had lef: him and wok refuge in 
a house of evil fame,” on Marshall 
street, kept by one Laura Bell; that h 
bad repeatedly sought to reclaim her, and at last 
caused her arrest that she might be saved from a 
life of shame. This statement, from the guilty de- 
meanor of Wilson, received with evident in- 
credulity, and whefi the girl testified all doubt 
was dispelled, and the old wretch 
had stultifed himself completely. Dis- 
bonor waits on perfidy. Celia deposed with too 
much candor and too little modesty, perhaps. 
She said Wilsor had a wife and ten children (and 
grand-chiidren, no doubt) Mving tn Cincinnati.

LAW ON THE SUBJECT. 

The election to-day will be held under the pro- 
visions ef the charter, which read: “The gen- 
eral election for members of the General Counc! 
and all city officers for the city or districts or 
wards to be elected under this charter by the 
qualiged voters thereof, shall be held on the first 
Saturday in April, in the year eighteen hundred 
and fifty-one, and annualiy thereafter, commenc- 
ing at 7 o’clock, A. M., and closing at 6 o’clock Pp. 
M., at such place or places in each ward, and 
under such rulesand regulations as the General 
Council may preseribe from time to time.” The 
qualification of véters is thus prescribed in section 
8 article 2 of the Constitution: “Every free 
white male citizen, of the age of twenty-one 
years, Who bas resided in the State two years, or 
in the county, town or city in which he offers to 
vote, one year next preceding the election, shall 
be a voter, but such voter shall have been for 
sixty days next preceding the election a resident 
of the precinct in which he offers to vote, and he 
shall vote in said, precinct, and not elsewhere.’ 
The inmates of the alms-house, being outside 
the city, are not entit ted to vote tn anyof the 
precincts.

THE SCHOOL BOARD 


And the Race for Trustee in the Ninth 
; Ward. 


The attention of few of our citizens, save the 
parents or guardians of children attending our 
public schools, has been properly directed to the 
ofiice of School Trustee. Men, morally disquali- 
fled through some private interest jarring with 
their duty to the public, or, it may be, incompe- 
tent by reason of a deficient mental or moral cul- 
ture, have occasionally availed themselves of the 
remissness and inattention of our goed 
clsizens to insinuate themselves into 
the Board of Trustees. But the 
public school system has within the 
past few years grown commensurately with the 
proepeérity of the city. Fifteen thousand children 


are enrolled upon che books of the intermediate, | 
distfict and high schools,and more than two | 


hundred teachers are annually appointed. The 
sum of two hundred thousand doMars is annual- 
ly disbursed for the payment of salaries, the 
erection, repair and furniture of buildings, the 
furnishing of books to indigent children, and for 
other tneidents. Twenty-four Trustees, twelve 
of whom are elected annually, hold in trust this 
fund, aad have in charge the entire school system. 
It will be seen, therefore, that the duties of this 
office involve a serious responsibility. The su- 
pervision of so many teachers and children and 
the judicious expenditure of such large sums of 
money, imperatively demand the selection of our 
best mén to represent us in this behalf. It is not 
necessary for us to further emphasise the qualifi- 
cations that should be possessed by the public 
servant baving such serious and weighty inter- 
ests in trust, than to say that he should be a man 
of practical wisdom, personal integrity, and lit- 
erary and scientific acquirements; but, above all, 
he-should have no private interests to advance, 
and no end or aim other than thap that of the 
public good. 

This schoel system is susceptible of great ad- 
vancement, and a wholesome public opinion 
should control and direct ite expansion through 
the medium of the ballot box. There are many 
reforms needed, and the sooner men, competent 
and pyoperly qualified, are placed in charge oftbe 
city schools, the more readily may the crying 
evils be remedied. : 

We have said that the Trustee who has private 
aims to gratify, is morally, and should Re legally, 
disqualified. Butin the absemce of any impera- 
tive law upon this point, our only recourse 
against such incompetent servantis in a hearty 
and emphatic condemnation at the polls. Such 
an one as we have above referred to has beena 

tee for some time past, and offers himself to- 
day asa candidate for re-election in the Ntnth 
ward. He is the agent of many school-books 
published in New York, and it is his interest to 
introduce them into our schools. 

Is it proper that a Trustee, Who ts called upon 
to pass Judgment upon the merits of several text 
books presented for his consideration, should be 
the employed agent for the tntroduction and sale 
of a book in each department of study? Will the 
money that is put tate his purse by the success- 
ful rivalry of the book he is paid to introduce not 
warp his Judgment as to the merits of competing 
works? We think so, indeed; for suck is the na- 
ture of man. We bear noill willto Mr. Jas. C. 
GilUert, and shall always wish him success in a 
better cause; but we must protest against his 


‘intruding his private businegs into the public 


service. Let the people of the Ninth ward record 
their protest In a more palpable manner at the 
ballot-box to-day by rejecting his petition for 
their suffrages. His competitor, Dr. David W. 
Yandell, addresses his follow-citizens through 
our columns to-day, and shows an admirable 
spirlt for the task he undertakes. He “belongs 
to no book ring or clique,” and has no end in 
view but the advaracement of the public welfare. 
We earnestly enjoin upon all good citizens to do 
their whole duty to themselves and the city and 
lend Bim a cordial support.
